Kennedy Expected 
To Reject Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
d ent Kenned y may offer an ad ­ 
v ance p eek at his p lans for a 1963 
tax cu t when he sp eak s to the 
nation tonight on tax es and the 
lagging economy . 
Most observ ers in and ou t of 
gov ernment were conv inced he 
wou ld reject su ggestions that a 
q u ick tax cu t offers the best 
chance of av erting any early re­ 
cession. 
Kenned y was lik ely to call at­ 
tention in his 7 p .m. EDT tele- 
v ision-rad io ad d ress to his stalled 
req u ests for stand -by au thority to 
cu t tax es and lau nch a p u blic 
work s p rogram in the ev ent of a 
recession. If Congress shou ld ap ­ 
p rov e these p rop osals, the d oor 
wou ld be k ep t op en for a p ossible 
tax cu t later this y ear. 
Strong 
recommend ations 
for 
q u ick tax red u ctions hav e come 
from su ch d iv erse q u arters as the 
AFL-CIO and the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce. 
Those who were conv inced that 
Kenned y wou ld tu rn d own the ap ­ 
p eals 
said 
that for one thing, 
there is formid able congressional 
op p osition to the id ea of consid er­ 
ing a d eficit-ex p and ing tax cu t in 
the waning week s of an election 
y ear session. 
Also, major economic ind icators 


su rv ey ed by Kenned y and k ey ad ­ 
v isers at a White Hou se confer­ 
ence Frid ay showed a mod erate 
bu siness p ick u p in Ju ly . 
Perhap s eq u ally imp ortant, the 
Treasu ry is fearfu l that a 1962 
tax cu t wou ld u nd ermine ad min­ 
istration efforts to achiev e a ma­ 
jor reform of tax laws nex t y ear. 
It was learned that work on the 
1963 reform bill was far enou gh 
ad v anced to p ermit d isclosu re of 
certain k ey d etails. Sev eral offi­ 
cials said it seemed logical that 
Kenned y wou ld seize this op p or­ 
tu nity . 
To d ate, Kenned y merely has 
said he will seek a top -to-bottom 
cu t in ind iv id u al and corp orate tax 
rates, effectiv e nex t Jan. L He 
also has p romised the resu lting 
rev enu e loss wou ld be only p artly 
offset by elimination 
of certain 
sp ecial tax benefits now av ailable 
to limited nu mbers of tax p ay ers. 
While Kenned y cou ld p oint to­ 
night to record Ju ly p rosp erity , in 
terms of p rod u ction and income, 
he has mad e no secret of his d is­ 
satisfaction with recent economic 
growth.

The Teamsters hav e come u n­ 
d er renewed fire from AFL-CIO 
officials since last week ’s trial of 
21 lead ers of the affiliated Com­ 
mu nications Work ers of America. 
All 21 were conv icted in a u nion 
trial of hav ing consp ired to d e­ 
liv er 
18 ,000 CWA members into 
the hand s of Hoffa’s u nion. Nine­ 
teen CWA lead ers were ex p elled 
from the u nion and two were su s­ 
p end ed for three y ears.

Soblen' s Lawyers 


Again Seek Release 


LONDON (AP)—Dr. Robert A. 


Soblen’s attorney s go to Britain’s 
high cou rt again Tu esd ay for to­ 
other legal attemp t to sav e the 
fu gitiv e sp y from the life sentence 
waiting for him in the United 
States. 
The lawy ers for the 6 1-y ear-old 
p sy chiatrist said they wou ld ask 
the cou rt for Soblen’s release on 
a writ of habeas corp u s and chal­ 
lenge the ord er Home Secretary 
Henry Brook e issu ed Satu rd ay for 
Soblen’s d ep ortation to the United 
States. 


Brook e issu ed the d ep ortation 
ord er after rep eated fru stration of 
British gov ernment attemp ts to 
send Soblen to New York by El 
Al, the Israeli gov ernment-owned 
airline which land ed Soblen in 
Britain Ju ly 1. The Israeli gov ern­ 
ment, u nd er sev ere p olitical p res­ 
su re at home, said it wou ld tak e 
Soblen ou t of Britain bu t it wou ld 
only tak e him to Israel, not to the 
United States. 
Soblen late in Ju ne ju mp ed 
$100,000 bail in New York and fled 
to Israel on a d ead brother’s p ass­ 
p ort. The Israeli gov ernment ex ­ 
p elled him and p u t him on an El 
Al p lane bou nd for New York with 
a U.S. marshal aboard . 
As the p lane crossed Eu rop e, 
Soblen 
slashed 
a 
wrist 
and 
stabbed himself in the abd omen 
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p assp ort, v isa, immu nization rec­ 
ord , p roof of financial stability or 
a sp onsor. 
While 
the 
U.S. 
Immigration 
Serv ice, the Pu blic Health Serv ice 
and the Jap anese consu late work 
on the p roblem, Horie is stay ing 
at the home of a consu late em­ 
p loy e in amiable p rotectiv e cu s­ 
tod y . 
Horie sailed into San Francisco 
Bay Su nd ay after a three-month 
v oy age from Osak a. The su rp rised 
U.S. Coast Gu ard escorted him to 
St. 
Francis y acht 
harbor 
and 
called for the Immigration Serv ­ 
ice. 
With the aid of his Jap anese- 
English 
d ictionary 
Horie 
got 
across to officials his p lan to stay 
two y ears and learn English. Then 
he p assed arou nd cu p s of sak e, a 
rice wine to cu riou s onlook ers. 
The Coast Gu ard stu d ied the lit­ 
tle sailboat with small cabin for­ 
ward and fou nd only a tiny rad io­ 
d irection find er, sex tant and a 
comp ass. No au x iliary engine or 
rad io commu nications gear en­ 
cu mbered Horie. 
"Obv iou sly one hell of a nav i­ 
gator,” mu sed one Coast Gu ard 
man. 
Hories family in 
Osak a was 
ov erjoy ed at the news of his ar­ 
riv al. 
The 
Jap anese 
gov ernment, 
which had giv en him u p for d ead , 
said it was astou nd ed . 
Jap an had d enied Horie a p ass­ 
p ort on the grou nd the p lanned 
trip was su icid al. His family was 
against it, too, bu t ex p lained that 
Horie was a d etermined , ad v en­ 
tu rou s y ou th.

Cosmonauts See, 
Talk to Each Other; 
Report All Is Fine 


MOSCOW (AP)—Two Sov iet a» 
tronau ts hu rtled on throu gh sp aco 
tod ay in an historic d ou ble flight 
that once more p u t the Sov iet 
Union ahead in the race to the 
moon. 


Moscow 
rad io said 
that by 
noon—4 a m. EST—Maj. And rian 
Nik olay ev , 32, in Vostok III had 
mad e 33 earth orbits and jou r­ 
ney ed more than 8 28 ,000 miles 
since his blastoff early Satu rd ay . 
Vostok IV carry ing Lt. 
Col. 
Pav el Pop ov ich, 31, went u p Su n­ 
d ay and hard orbited 17 times 
and cov ered abou t 444,000 miles. 
Tass said the two sp aceship s 
trav eled so close to each other 
the astronau ts cou ld see each 
other and conv erse by rad io. 


Track ing 
of 
the 
Vostok s 
in 
Jap an and Ohio ind icated they 
were 
abou t 
75 
miles ap art—a 
hair’s bread th in terms of ou ter 
sp ace—mu ch of Su nd ay . Bu t the 
Sohio Research Center in Clev e­ 
land said that by Su nd ay night 
they had mov ed 38 5 miles ap art. 
Moscow rad io said in its 8 a.m. 
broad cast tod ay that both Sov iet 
sp acemen had enjoy ed a restfu l 
sleep "and feel fine.” 
"Du ring their sleep the p u lse of 
both cosmonau ts was near 6 0,” it 
continu ed . "The ap p aratu s of the 
sp aceship s fu nctions withou t fail.” 
The cosmonau ts’ morning hou rs 
were d ev oted to break fast, set­ 
ting-u p ex ercises, and then scien- 
ific observ ations, 
p hy siological 
and v estibu lar (ear) tests and 
p sy chological tests, it said . 
Nik olay ev had far su rp assed the 
17-obit record set by Sov iet Maj. 
Gherman Titov a y ear earlier in 
Vostok II. 
The d ou ble flight mark ed a 
fantastic feat of Sov iet rock etry 
that the United States d oes not 
hop e to match u ntil at least nex t 
y ear. The ability to send u p a 
second sp ace ship 24 hou rs after 
the first one had gone u p , and 
bring it into orbit in the v icinity 
of the first ship mark ed an im­ 
p ortant ad v ance toward the d ay 
when satelltes can join in sp ace 
for constru ction of a sp ace p lat­ 
form from which a moon shot can 
be mad e. 
British scientists also said the 
Sov iet accomp lishment cou ld lead 
to the early d ev elop ment of mili­ 
tary satellites that wou ld home 
on su ch sp y -in-the-sk y satellites a s 
the U.S. Mid as and Samos a nd 
d estroy them.

Problem for Kennedy

WASHINGTON (A P )-P resid en t 
Kennedy has two chances to get 
m ussed up and one to look good 
in deciding w hether an income tax 
cut is necessary now to give the 
economy a transfusion. 
There is general belief in Wash­ 
ington the President in his nation­ 
wide broadcast tonight will decide 
against a cut at this time- 
Any cut now would be based on 
the hope, and even that is in dis­ 
pute, that people with more mon­ 
ey to spend would spend enough 
of it to m ake the economy pick 
up and sail. 
Since economics is not an exact 
science, neither the President nor 
his advisers can be positive what 
turn the economy will take before 
the end of the year. 


All he can do is m ake an edu­ 
cated guess based on the July 


economic statistics, with the help 


of those around him. If the econ­ 
omy holds up well until 1963, with­ 
out a tax cut, he will look good. 
There are two w ays in which 
he could suffer dam age, no m at­ 
ter what he decides. 
If he asked for a cut this late 
in Congress, with the m em bers 
anxious to get home for the elec­ 
tion cam paigns, he might be ig­ 
nored. 
There is some powerful 
D em ocratic opposition in Congress 
to a cut now. 


To be ignored on this would be 
one more Kennedy defeat in a 
Congress run by D em ocrats at a 
tim e when he plans to stum p the 
country, asking the voters to elect 
even more D em ocrats. 


While such a defeat would be a 
reflection on his leadership, a no 
tax-cut decision now, if the econ­ 
omy took a dive before the end 
of 1962, could be interpreted as a

Questions And Answers 


Q—We have just learned that 


my husband has tuberculosis. We 
have two children, age 6 and 3, 
and I an» expecting a third in a 
montn. What can be done to pro­ 
tect us from infection? 


A—There are at least three gen­ 


eral methods by which the dan­ 
gers of a household spread of tu­ 
berculous infection m ay be reduc­ 
ed alm ost to the vanishing point. 


First, your husband m ust rea­ 
lize that tubercle bacilli m ay be 
present in his sputum and in the 
droplets he sprays when he cou­ 
ghs. Consequently it is his respon­ 
sibility to destroy sputum at all 
times. When he coughs, he m ust 
cover his mouth with a tissue 
that can prom ptly be burned. And 
when he kisses you or the child­ 
ren—which he m ust do as infre­ 
quently 
as 
possible—he 
m us t 
m erely bestow a token caress on 
an indifferent area (top of head) 
with lips tightly pursed.

and the children m ay be protected 
both by a vaccine (BCG) that will 
help you build your own defenses 
and by a drug that possesses the 
power of killing tubercle bacilli 
(tuberculocide). To give you an 
idea of the effectiveness of these 
antituberculous m easures, let me 
quote from three recent reports: 
At the Cook County Hospital in 
Chicago, a comparison was made 
of the fate of BCG-vaccinated in­ 
fants as compared with those who 
w ere unvaccinated 
and 
equally 
exposed. 


Over a 23-year period of obser­ 
vation, the occurrence of tubercu­ 
losis was reduced 75 per cent in 
the vaccinated, who suffered only 
a single death, as against six in 
the group of the unvaccinated. 


And, in a sim ilar study, con­ 
ducted in the province of Quebec, 
deaths from tuberculous meningit- 
s w ere reduced from 133 
in the 
nonvaccinated group to 6 of the 
vaccinated. From 
their experien­ 
ces, 
the Canadian 
investigators 
concluded that, of the 543 deaths 
that occurred from all form s of 
tuberculosis 
during the seven - 
year period of observance, vacci­ 
nation would likely have prevent­ 
ed 361 of the fatalities. 
With the additional aid of 
a 
simple tuberculocidal drug (ison- 
iazid or one of its relatives;, that 
can be taken by mouth, the num- 


ber of cases of active tuberculosis 
and-or deaths from tuberculosis 
m ay be reduced still further. Us­ 
ing tne drug alone, 
the UnitecT 
States Public Health Service ob­ 
served the effects on m ore than 
25,000 household contacts. Only 9 
drug treated children and 14 ad­ 
ults developed the disease, against 
16 children and 62 adults who did 
not receive tuberculocide. 
Thus, you see, there is ample 
justilication 
fo r 
my 
statem ent 
that, with combined vaccine and | 
drug preventive therapies, 
t he 
risk of a household spread of your 
husband’s tuberculous 
infection 
“ m ay be reduced alm ost to the 
vanishing point.”

be reflected in the ultimate re­ 
sale price. 
The nature of the specific im­ 
provement will determine, to a 
considerable extent, how much, 
if any, of the expenditure is re­ 
coverable. But just as important, 
if not jnore so, is the neighbor­ 
hood price range. It is a fact 
that, except in times of a housing 
shortage, people will not spend 
a great deal more for a house 
than others in the neighborhood- 
even when that particular home 
has several desirable improve­ 
ments. 


THE BIG QUESTION is how 
much more are they willing to 
spend for such a house? We put 
that question up to Dr. Kurt 
Flexner, the director of mortgage 
financing of the American Bank­ 
ers Association, and got this re­ 
ply: 


More and more appraisers are 
giving 
due 
recognition 
to the 
added market value of a house 
with the right sort of improve­ 
ments. Since banks are dealing 
with depositors’ funds, their ap­ 
praisers naturally must be con­ 
servative in 
making 
their de 
cisions. 
BUT THEY ARE NOT bound 
by any outmoded notions that 
would tend to discourage desir­ 
able home expansions and moder­ 
nization. They are, in fact, free 
to set a price tag on an improved 
house that can be as much as 
25 per cent higher than the aver 
age level in the neighborhood 
While 
any fixed 
formula 
or 
rule would obviously be unreal 
istic, the owner of a $25,000 home 
in a neighborhood where most 
homes run about the same price 
would do well generally to set 
a $5,000 limit for improvements 
cm which he expects to get his 
money back at sale time.” 
ALL THIS, OF COURSE, has 
noghing to do with the home own­ 
er who is interested in making 
his home larger, more comfor­ 
table and more attractive and 
who is not too concerned about 
whether he eventually gets his 
improvement money back. This 
might be the case, for example, 
where a family needs a couple of 
extra bedrooms for the children 
and decides to have the attic 
finished. Such a family is in 
terested at the moment in extra 
space and not the ultimate re- 
sal$ value of 
the house. For­ 
tunately, where the improvement 
involves added rooms, the mar 
ket value of the house usually 
rises. 
Whether 
the 
improvement is 
functional or merely decorative, 
it serves one important purpose 
at 
sales 
time: enhancing the 
physical 
appeal of 
the 
house. 
And selling a house quickly can 
sometimes 
have 
a 
monetary 
value.

More than one million homes in 
all parts of the United States are 
now heated by electricity. Indus­ 
try sources say an additional 300,- 
000 will be electrically 
heated 
within the next year. By 1970 the 


total is expected to pass the five 
million mark, including new con­ 
struction and home remodeling. 


Among the questions that na­ 
turally come to the mind of a 
home-owner considering electric 
heat are these: How is it install­ 


ed? How well does it work? Is it 
expensive? 


THERE ARE TWO general typ­ 
es of electric heating. In one the 
heat is generated by a resistance 
element, or coil, similar to the 
wires that heat up an electric 


toaster. The other, a heat pump, 
extracts heat from the outside air 
and pumps it into the house. Dur­ 


ing the summer, a heat pump 
cools and dehumidifies. 
Resistance heating is of four 
types — baseboard, wall 
panel, 
ceiling cable or panel, 
and the 
electric furnace. 


Baseboard units send up a uni­ 
form curtain of warm air from 
floor to ceiling. Normally, 
they 


are placed along exterior walls to 
supply heat to a room where it 
tends to be the coldest. 


WALL PANELS RADIATE the 
heat from a thin panel mounted 
on the surface of, or recessed in­ 
to, the wall. Some of them have 
fans to circulate the air. 
Ceiling cable is concealed 
be­ 
hind the plaster or plasterboard 
Because the cable or a radiant 
heating panel lies above the en­ 
tire room, there is even distribu­ 
tion of heat at low intensity. 
With baseboard, wall, or ceil­ 
ing heat, each room has its own 
thermostat. Temperatures can be 
varied from room to room. Bed 
rooms, for example, can be kept 
cooler than children’s playrooms 


ility companies have spe c i a !, 


lower rates for heating. 
The best way 
to answer the 
question of operating cost is to 
ask the utility or the heating deal­ 


er to make a careful estimate. 
Many dealers will guarantee that 
the cost won’t go beyond a stated 
figure. 
Electric heating is installed al­ 
ong with ample insulation, storm 
windows and doors, and weather- 
stripping. The house retains heat 
so well it needs to have little new j 
heat supplied. 


THE AMOUNT of insulation to 
use is generally specified in “R” 
numbers. The higher the R num­ 
ber the greater the insulating val­ 
ue. Recommendations are R - 19 
for ceilings, R-ll for walls, and R- 
1J for floors over unheated spac­ 
es. 
Insulation “balance” is import­ 
ant. In other words, insulation in 
ceiling or walls alone is not e- 
ough. With ceiling cable electric 
heat, for example, insulation 
in 
the ceiling above the cable does 
most to minimize heat loss. In­ 
sulation fn walls and floor 
cre­ 
ates the balance needed for even 
distri’stion of heat so that 
the 
upper part of a room will not be 
overly warm while the lower part 
is cool.

How Old-Fashioned Can We Be? 


Tax -cut bait has been kept dangling in 
front of the nation’s nose so long it’s losing 
its allure. 
Part of the stimulation it was supposed 
to give us has been frittered away by delay . 
Still another part has been worn away by 
the gritty realization that the Kennedy people 
are not play ing the same game most of 
us think we’re play ing when we talk about 
a tax cut. 
We think the idea is to trim sail and to 
cut back on government’s share of spend­ 
ing. Our idea is that the politicians want 
us to handle more of our own money , in 
the hope of blasting off a boom, or at least 
of easing what the Kennedy ites nw admit 
is a nonboom. 
But how old-fashioned can we be? That 
is not the idea at all. 
The Kenned gy ovemment has no thought 
of cutting back on its share of spending. 
It does not intend to hire fewer people or 
throw around less money . Not a single of­ 
ficial thought has been given to balancing 
the federal budget. 


QUITE THE contrary , all official thoughts 
in the Kennedy administration have been 
given to plunging the federal government 
deeper into debt. The most revealing thought 
there is on this m atter was made public 
a few day s ago by the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers. 
Walter W. Heller, council chairman, ex ­ 
plained that in the last five quarters if 


“ tax receipts had grown less rapidly , or 
ex penditures had grown more rapidly , total 
demand would have grown faster and the 
ex pansion of output and income would have 
been 
greater.” 
Chairman 
Heller 
further 
ex plained: 
“The automatic stabilizing effects of the 
federal budget, which help to cushion a 
recession also tend to retard a recovery . If 
the economy were at full employ ment to­ 
day , we estimate that total income and total 
output would be about $30 billion higher 
than at present. But federal tax receipts 
would be about $9 billion above present 
levels, and private saving would be $5 or 
$8 billion higher than today . Thus, tax es 
and savings would be drawing $14 or $15 
billion from the economy , which would have 
to be offset by additional investment and 
government ex penditures for full employ ment 
to be maintained.” 


GOVERNMENT spends money to achieve 
an effect. It has no intention of cutting 
back on its spending—only on its revenue. 
When Franklin Roosevelt was president 
and nonbelievers raised their ey ebrows at 
the idea of spending our way to prosperity , 
he spoke scathingly of “horse and buggy ” 
mentalities. 
Today it’s John Kennedy who’s president. 
We still can’t understand how we are going 
to spend our way to prosperity —we horse- 
and-biggy mentalities. A tax cut without a 
spending cut scares us. 


Three Views of Kerr Mills Act 


Anthony J. Celebreeze, former may or of 


Cleveland now learning the ropes as head 


of the U.S. Department of Health, Educa­ 


tion and Welfare, grabbed one rope in his 
first press conference that may be tied to 
surprising consequences. 


He said there will be a need for the Kerr- 
Mills Act providing medical aid to the aged 
through the states’ public assistance pro­ 
gram s whether the Kennedy administration 
“ medicare” plan ultimately passes or not. 
He said the Kerr-Mills Act hasn’t been given 
a fair test because many states have failed 
to do any thing about it. 


In a report published last June, Sen. Mc­ 
Namara, D-Mich., wrote as follows, speak­ 
ing as chairman of a special committee on 
aging: 
“Kerr-Mills has fallen considerably short 
of the goals set by its more optimistic pro­ 
ponents. After 18 months less than one-half 
of the states have the Kerr-Mills program 
of 
medical 
assistance 
for 
the aged 
in 
operation. 
"This situation arises not through any lack 
of good faith or good intentions but be­ 
cause of weaknesses inherent in this legisla- 


No. I Blood Donor 


Ernest F. Horton is ty pical of the many 
local public-spirited individuals who quietly 
go about their business of helping to save 
lives. 
Ernie was recognized the other day for 
having given four gallons of blood since the 
Red Cross program was instituted here 
about 15 y ears ago. There were a few y ears 
during that time that the local program 
faltered and was almost discontinued but 
men and women like him gave impetus to 
a resurgence of the humanitarian effort 
and today it is unusual if the Bloodmobile 
doesn’t get its quota of 125 pints on each 
visit. 
There are many here who have given 
several pints and one or two gallons, in­ 
cluding State Patrolman Robert Hovater, 
now “working” on his fourth. These are 
the stars of the 20th century dram a of 
helping to save lives in hospital rooms 
where the whole blood and blood deriva­ 
tives are oftentimes the recovery link be­ 
tween life and death. 
Talk to any blood donor and y ou’ll find 
that his philosophy is based on the Biblical 
creed, "Do Unto Others.” We commend 
them all. 


tive approach which precent it from being 


a significant weapon in meeting the medical 


requirements of America’s elderly . Indeed, 


a careful reading of the report makes it 


obvious that Kerr-Mills — by itself — can­ 


not be ex pected to meet these requirements 


either now or in the y ears to come. 


“A program of hospital and related in- 
suranse benefits under social security should 
make it financially feasible for all the states 
to implement the Kerr-Mills medical assist­ 
ance for the aged program. The two pro­ 
grams together would provide the broad 
base of financial assistance that would help 
assure older Americans independence, dig­ 
nity and security in their retirement.” 


Could this statement have been the scairce 
of Secretary Celebreeze’s comment: 
Meanwhile, the president of Ohio State 
Medical Association, Dr. George J. Hamwi 
of Columbus, had this to say about the 
Kerr-Mills Act: 
“Those who say Ohio is not providing an 
active medical assistance program for the 
needy aged are either uninformed or mis­ 
informed. Ohio is receiving federal funds un­ 
der the Kerr-Mills Law for this medical 
care program. Ohio has a medical care pro­ 
gram of long standing for aged Ohioans 
needing help — a program superior to those 
in most other states.” 


Ohio never adopted the Kerr-Mills pro­ 
gram ’s significant change — financial as­ 
sistance for the medical ex penses of older 
citizens who previously had been ineligible 
for such assistance. 
The part of the law in which Ohio shares 
was one of a series of congressional acts 
liberalizing federal sharing in already es­ 
tablished relief programs — the “program 
of long standing for aged Ohioans needing 
help,” as described by Dr. Hamwi.

THERE WAS LAUGHTER, too, 
not so long ago when the Rus­ 
sians pulled an old trick here, 
one they ’ve pulled on newsmen 
from time to time. There ara 
many Russians in this country . 
They came down over the y ears. 
Some of them escaped to Iran 
across the sea after the revolu­ 
tion when the Red army was 
driving out the Whites. 


Some time ago Moscow decided 
to ex ploit these 
old 
Russians. 
Word came from the big Soviet 
block-square embassy compound 
on Churchill avenue that Mother 
Russia wants its people back. The 
ex patriate Russians were prom­ 
ised the best in blintzes, jobs, 
rubles and freedom back home 
in the Socialist fatherland.

of

runaway Russians. They liked the 
thought of going home. So when 
word came to report on a certain 
day , a line queued up all along 
the street.

The folks on the line were told 
to return the nex t day . They were 
kept waiting. The trick, of course, 
was to make it seem that hun­ 
dreds were lining up daily for the 
return to Russia.

SOON A STORY passed around 
Teheran. Reportedly one Russian 
applied for a visa and got it. 
He, however, was not a trusting 
soul. He decided not to take his 
family . He said he would go and 
then tip them off by sending them 
a postcard picture of himself. 
If the photo showed him stand­ 
ing up and smiling, the family 
was to follow. If the picture 
showed him sitting sternly they 
were to stay here. Soon the card 
came. It was a picture of the fel­ 
low ly ing flat on the floor with 
his ey es closed. 
That story still gets a laugh 
here. And every time the folks 
laugh at it, the Russians lose a 
little face. 
May be we ought to make a cab­ 
inet place for

Hope.

might be worth several military 
installations and save us billions. 


When President Nasser recent­ 
ly climax ed the 10th anniversary 
of his overthrow of King Farouk 
by 
setting off four 
rockets he 
proudly asserted that these were 
entirely of Egy pt’s own design. 
He let the implication rest that 
sons of the people of the Phar­ 
aohs had created the weapons. 
The actual identity of their de­ 
signer is well known both in West­ 
ern Germany and in Israel. He is 
head of the Stuttgart Institute of 
Phy sics, the only space-rockets 
research institute in West Ger­ 
many . 
Dismissed from his Stuttgart 
post last y ear because he had 
spent too much time *n Nasser s 
domain, Dr. Saenger was instant­ 
ly rewarded with a handsomely - 
paid job in Cairo, as chief of the 
new rocket-plant to be built in 
Egy pt. With him went his wife, 
Dr. Irene Bredtsaenger, who also 
is a phy sicist, and two other Stutt­ 
gart associates. For their advices, 
Nasser offered a y early salary 
of about $500,000, half pay able in 
advance. Furthermore, Dr. Saen­ 
ger was given Egy ptian funds to 
buy in West Germarty all the 
equipment and material needed to 
start the rocket project. 


DR. SAENGERS name is well 
known in advanced aeronautic cir­ 
cles. In fact, after the collapse of 
Germany , when the Allied powers 
were competing for the services 
of Hitler’s top scientists, Dr. Saen­ 
ger was interviewed in Upper 
Bavaria by American authorities. 
However, France put in a bid 
for him and his wife, and the 
U.S. 
made no objection 
when 
the couple took the French offer. 
As it happened, this was for­ 
tunate for the Saengers; Stalin 
likewise coveted them, and dis­ 
patched one of his trusted aides 
to kidnap them. This designated 
kidnaper, Dr. Col. Grigori Toka- 
jev, later defected from the So­ 
viets, and in a book published in 
London in 1948, “Stalin Means 
W ar,” revealed the abduction or­ 
der. 


To Stalin’s mortification, t h e 
Saengers were not in occupied 
Vienna, 
where 
the 
kidnaping 
could readily have been achieved, 
but working at some undisclosed 
spot in France. Later, they took 
up their researches at Stuttgart. 


DR. SAENGER should by no 
means be classified only as a 
rocket designer; a primary in­ 
terest of his for y ears has been 
the perfection of a "space glider.” 
According 
to 
West 
German 
squrces, is is by use of formula 
originally worked 
out 
by him 
that the U. S. 
Air Force 
has 
launched its “Project Dy na-Soar” 
and designed the fabulous "X-15.” 
Born 57 y ears ago in Austria 
and 
graduated 
from 
Vienna’s 
School of Technology in 1929, Dr. 
Saenger qualified in 1930 as an 
airplane pilot. It was fully 30 
y ears ago that he designed a 
model of a space vehicle to be 
set into orbit by rockets, then 
maneuvered by an astronaut. He 
paded his invention and his mat- 
ematical data around government 
offices in Vienna, but was only 
laughed at. 
However, in 1936, when he of­ 
fered it to the German Luftwaffe, 
Hermann Goering saw value in

Russia: W asteland of Suspicion

DALLAS, Tex. (A P) - The So­ 
viet Union I saw is a wasteland 
of suspicion — simply because it 
has 
never been told the truth 
about the United States of Amer­ 
ica. 
It is buried in doubt and dis­ 
trust, 
thoroughly 
propagandized 
to view us as greedy war profi 
teers unconcerned 
about peace 
and the rights of man. 
The Russian reads only what 
they want him to read and he 
does what he is told to do. 
Only a few hours after our 
group of editors left an old DC3 
type plane in the central Asian 
area of Samarkand, clutching Ros­ 
ary beads and saying Methodist j 
prayers because of a misbehaving 
right engine, it fell in the wilder­ 
ness near Tashkent. 
Sixteen were killed—one Amer­ 
ican from Detroit survived. But 
not a single word was printed in j 
the newspapers. We learned of it 
through 
the 
American Embass 
four days later. 
Russians had not even been told 
about 
Telstar, the magnificent 
American achievement in interna­ 
tional communications satellites, 
when I left the Soviet Union—al­ 
though 
we 
were 
constantly 
needled about joining the Soviets 
in “ Atoms for Peace.” 
The Soviet Union is a massive 
conglomeration of incredible con­ 
trast. It is vital and progressive 
in the impressive fields of science 
and technology—but it is pathet­ 
ically primitive in the area of liv­ 
ing. 
No longer is there visible terror 
in the Soviet Union. Khrushchev 
deadened the fear of the mid­ 
night knock from the NKVD. 
Nikita Khrushchev is wily, cun­ 
ning, shrewd, tough, able — and 
determined. He stands 5 feet, 5 
inches and a disproportionately 
amall head sits atop a bulky body. 
But he also stands tall and firm 
as premier of the U.S.S.R. and 
is likely to remain there for some 
time. 
Now he has the people with 
him. 
He has improved their lot tre 
mendously 
in 
recent 
years 
through housing and the general 
elevation of living standards. 
Master politician who plays a 
tough game of international poli­ 
tics, Khrushchev acts like a man 
who doesn’t want war. But not for 
one minute does it mean that he 
w ill abandon the pressures that 
have kept the world off-balance. 
The big goal is still there — 
world domination. 
I 
The man is wildly jealous of the 
United States and he will go to 
the limit to reach our levels. He 
spoke of it in his conference with 
us. From what I saw, he will 
never make it. The know-how just 
isn’t there on too many things. 
The thinking, particularly on agri­ 
culture, is primitive and archaic. 
Khrushchev is pushing, threat­ 
ening, and goading to get their 
sagging agricultural program into 
some semblance of orderly pro­ 
duction. 
“ What 
interests 
us 
most in 
Am erica?” the premier asked in 
his July 13 conference with us. 
“ It is organization of farm pro­ 
duction In this field you have a 
great experience worthy of being 
studied. And the organization of 
agricultural work in the United 
States is better than in the Soviet 
Union. You have a better range 
of machinery, especially for stock 
farming.” 
But, of course, he added that 
“ we will surpass you.” 
The Soviet Union, its eyes rivet­ 
ed on youth and the future, is 
bringing along the new generation 
in the country with tender hands. 
It lavishes the utmost, from kin­ 
dergarten through college, on the 
pliable young. 
In all of the Soviet Union, there 
are 739 higher educational institu­ 
tions—and the lights burn long on 
the six-hour day, six-day week 
schedule. One of the most impres­ 
sive sights in the Soviet Union is 
the University of Moscow. 
Over the 15 republics of the So­ 
viet Union there is a new skyline 


— thousands upon thousands of 
apartment houses. 
It is the Russians’ 
desperate 
drive to solve their gravest prob­ 
lem, housing. 
If the goal is achieved 22 mil­ 
lion apartments will be occupied 
by the end of 1965, conclusion of 
the current seven-year plan. 
But construction in the main is 
appallingly bad and crudp M *;n- 
tenance of the hastily built apart­ 
ments 
and

Ninety-nine per cent of the So­ 
viets rely on public transportation 
—and they get the best the state 
can offer. 


What is the conclusion to be 
drawn after seeing, first hand, the 
fountain of communism in the So­ 
viet Union? 


Crises, tensions, and struggles 
for the minds of uncommitted peo­ 
ples will be the world’s sad lot 
for some time to come. 


War? No signs of it — but the 
threat of it to plague mankind, 
perhaps interminably. 


Communism, despite platitudes 
of “ peaceful coexistence,” plans 
faithfully to follow its original 
course—domination of the world.
